Assayed as "Pov^tr** Project. 
Tho proposals Include dams an4 
Improvements for the Kankakee 
river, Illinois and Desplalnoa rivers, 
and Fox river from tho mouth . at 
Ottawa to the Wisconsin state line, 
canalization to provide six foot navi- 
gation, and certain power projects 
along the river also are mentioned. 
The total estimated for the Fox Im- 
provement was state to be 519,733,400 
plus $416,000.

At the meeting In McHonry it was 
said that the sUte director ot the 
waterways division had declared that 
ho can find no rule nor law which 
gives the division of waterways any 
control over the lakes and rivers.

That is tho reason why wo are go- 
ing to try to lighten their burden by 
printing «omo succulent recipes 
which should give thorn a good start 
toward solving this perplexing prob- 
lem. There are only a certain num- 
ber of foods, alter all. But of the 
tempting combinations of them there 
are no end. 

Some Winter Soups* 
A good, hot, sustaining Aoup la 
fine -winter provender. So here are 
recipes for a couple to start with. 
The first Is for that good old Ameri- 
can standby, 

New Engiand Clamf Chovirder 
Dice one-eighth pound salt pork, 
and saute' with one medium sized 
allce<l onion. Add one and a half 
cupv^dlced potatoes, aaute' a few 
. jnlnutea, and then add one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one^lghth teaspoon pep- 
.^^per, a pinch of thyme, one-eighth 
jLcaapoon celery seed, two tables- 
xipooDs chill sauce and one cup water. 
Kdd tho chopped clams from a small 
can containing one cup of ctams and 
ihree-fdurtha of a cup of liquor, and 
ISjne tablespoon of flour smoothed 
with two cups cold milk, and stir un- 
til slightly thickened. Add the clam 
L liquor last so that there will bo no 
danger of curdling tho milk. Serve 
with plain crackers or pilot crackers. 
Sonrcs four. 

Or if you prefer a lighter soup to 
start dinner, try this - 

Tomato Bouillon with Mushrooms: 
Stew for Ave mlnutea tho contents 
of a one-quart can of tomatoes, two 
cups water, liquor from one can 
roushrooma, one and one-fourth tea- 
spoons salt and one teaspoon paprika. 
Ada two* boallion. cubes, dissolve 
them, then strain mixture. Add two 
allghtly beaten egg whites and tw:i 
crushed egg aheUa. Boll one minute. 
Ijci Btand half an hour to eottle, then 
strain though a double cheese cloth. 
Add one-half cup chopped mushrooms 
saute*! in two tablespoons butter, and 
reheat but do not boil. Serves o'ght. 
SuiUlnlng Salads. ^ 

And here's a aucculoal and sua-; 
talnlng salad that you can serve at a 
buffet Bupper. 

Turkey, Sweetbread and Pineapple 
Salad: Toss lightly together.,, with 
mayonnaise to moisten allghtljr;;. ons 
cup cold, diced sweelbreada. one-half 
cup while grapes, skinned and seeded, 
f one-half cup diced canned Hawaiian 
pineapple and salt and peppor tj 
taate. Pile on a large chop pl'ite or 
In a big salad bowl, well garnished 
with lettuce. Serve from buffet table. 
Serves eight. 

To make a salad tho main course 
of a n.eal. it should contain plenty of 
proteins. HUere's one that does and 
tastes dellcioui. 

Meat and Cucumber Mold: Soften 
oue tiibleipooD Bela»l:i in two table- 
^Moons cold water and dissolve In one 
cu^ boiling canned tomato Juice. 
Add one teaspoon lemon juice and 
salt and pepper to taste. When cool 
and beginning to thicken, add on«- 
lialf cups nnely cut meat, one cup 
A dkca cucumbers and two tablespoons 
chopped Plokle relish. The meat 
• may l>o ono cup ham plus one cup 
chicken {the contents of a 6-ounce 
can), or equal quantities of chicken, 
and veal, ham and veal or any such 
comblntlon.

f>ADIO engineering embraces not 
*■*■ only the broadcasting of pro- 
grams and tho transmission of mes- 
sages, but many applications of 
radio science which arc still largclf 
unfamiliar to all but the expert. 

The possibilities of television are 
rapidly becoming better understood 
and the doy when a television set 
can be installed In the home seems 
to be not far distont. Radio beacons 
are fniiJing the aviator by nlghL 
Research is turning to the radio tube 
to provide constant indication of a 
plane's altitude above tho earth and 
of its approach to a mountain aide 
or another plane. The tube controls 
the speed and security of express 
trains, Is Hnding ita way into the 
textile Industry, the automobile in- 
dustry and Into mining where it is 
used to indicate the location of 
mineral deposits. 

Today no one can foresee how far 
the development of radio will pro- 
ceed or what new directions It may 
take. It seems certain, however, that 
the developments of the future will 
bo no less important than those of 
the past. It seems equally certain 
that aa the future of radio unrolls it 
will offer the technically trained 
young man a field of never falling 
interest, and opportunities for 
achievement which will be limited 
only by his own ability. 

Two courses are open to the young 
man who chooses radio engineering 
as a career. lie can acquire his tech- 
nical training by attending an eii- 
gineering school at one of the uni- 
versities, and then proceed to tte 
application. If this is impractical, he 
can seek a beginner's position m 
aome branch of the radio ind'.;iUT 
and acquire his technical knowledge 
along with his practical experience, 
by ali:dy in spare time. Whichever 
c6uni«-it.cli^-cn» hard and persever- 
ing study'willbe-TequiTM. for the 
technical problems Involvcii are'6*- 
complcx thot real success con come 
only to the thoroughly trained mr*

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THE LAWYER EXPLAINS 

By Attorney Bernard J. Juron 
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A NEW TRIAL 

Many timoa referoncea appear lii 
the nowspnpors of a person obtain- 
ing a now trlaL This haa led many 
pooplQ to believe that If the case they 
aro ongagod In docs not result In 
satlatactlon to themi they need simply 
aak for a new one. This belief la 
erroneous. The law on thla question 
is quite compUcutcd aa It applies to 
trials In the Circuit or County 
Courts. 

The power to grant a new trial by 
jury 0!«%)t]^rwlae-l8 entirely within 
the difx^etibn of^lhe trial. JudRe with 
certain legal prorlslona to protect the 
litigant against abuses of such a dis- 
cretion by the trial judge. It la true 
In almost all coses that the losing 
party asks for a now trial, but It Is 
also true that a new trial Is granted 
in a very fow of the cases tried. Ths 
trial Judge will grant a now trial u 
It can be shown that there Is newly 
discovered evidence of sufllclent Im* 
portalnce, which. If properly Intro- 
duced In the case, might reault In a 
different judgment or finding. 

A request for a new trial Is called 
a motion. During the argument of a 
motion for a new trial, all of tho evi- 



dence heard In the cose la reviewed, 
and If It can bo shown to tho trial 
Judge that he erroneously admitted 
or denied certain evidence, a now 
trial can be granted. Tlioro are sev- 
eral other features entering Into this 
question which are purely technical 
and would serve no useful purpose 
here. 

If a new trial is refused, tho party 
aggrieved can attempt to obtain a 
now trial by appealing to the higher 
courts. Thla requires the furnishing 
of an exact copy or originals of all 
the papers In the case, together with 
a transcript of all the testimony. 

The upper courts then review tho 
entire case for tho purpose of deter- 
mining whether any error occurred. 
In the event of an orror, tho upper 
courts "reverse" the finding and order 
a new trial. In some Instances, the 
upper courts can not only reverse the 
finding of the lower court, but enter 
a finding, based upon their own Inter- 
pretation, and make a final adjudlca- 
further trial.
